OXFORD LOWERS A RECORD. 



RUNS SIX AND ONE-HALF FURLONGS AX BEL- 
MONT PARK IN 1:18 1-5. 

Ginette Makes It Ten Victories in a Row — Vails 
Sets a New Track Record— Oleioso V7ins 
the Steeplechase Stake. 



New York, October 1.). — Gorgeous iuituuin weallier, 
a line ciinl of «lx raws, Inchidiii^' two stake fixtures, 
lirodiictive of hiRli-class raclii>; ami fast time over 
a fast track, with the important adjunct of a bis 
allciidam'e, were the coiidltious tliat prevallctl at 
turf lieadquarters tod|iy. Hie withdrawal of Rose- 
Ih'h from the Westchester H4ghwei};ht Handicap 
at six and a half furlongs, considerably lessened 
Hie interest in that event, yet exiierts fi’eely ex- 
)>rcs.sed the o|dnion that tlie mighty sprinter dodged 
a probaiik' deteat l>y so doing, when 1:1SJ was Iniiig 
out as Oxford's time. This is a new American 
tei-ord for tlie distance and the ease with which tlie 
“grey gliost” won the race astonished the sjiectators. 
The inice set for tlie first three furlongs, :.'J2g, Is 
tlie fastest ever recorded in a race in this country. 
The American record for three furlongs is made 
by .ktoka at Butte, Montana, September 7 last. 

The previous liest record for six and a half fur- 
longs over the main course of any racing association 
was l:lkj. Miiieola as a two-year-old. with 1(S 
pounds u|>. ran in that time at Sheepshead Bay, 
.Inly .1, 1!K)4. This was equaletl by .Martinmas, then 
four years old and carrying ninety-one pounds at 
flic same coursi-. September 7. 1904. Then, in the 
IVestcliwter Highweight Handicap, the race won b.v 
Oxford tiKlay. Aeronaut, thret* years old. and carry- 
ing 107 tiounds. equalled tlie time at Belmont Park. 
October 9 of last year. The best time for the dis- 
tance over a straight course Is Van Ness’ 1;1S. made 
at Slie«*psliead Bay, September 11. 190;j. with 107 
ismnds up. Van Ness was then four years old. 

Gillette, the invincible little ITeiicli nlare, scoreil 
lier tenth successive victory wlieii she gave weight 
and a beathig to Hie fomildable sprinting couibina- 
tloii. Dolly Spanker, 102 iMiiiiids and Jockey Walter 
Miller in the mile condition raw, third on tlie i-ard 
at Belmont Park tislay, run in the wonderfully fast 
lime of l:Ub. in sixteen starts this year Gill- 
ette has won eleven races, been second once, tliird 
iwlw and uii|ilaced twice, one of the latter lieing 
a disqualification. 

Mr. C. Smith, a genlleman rider on Oleroso. dis- 
lingiiislied liiinsidf in the steepleidiase stake l<y de- 
feiiliiig the crack professional rider Nat Kay oii (ir- 
lliodox. The smart set wliicli filled tlie cliiiiiioiise 
enclosure to reiiletion on tills occasion, liestowed the 
most enthusiastic apidaiise on tlie winner. 

IValter .Miller, after four days’ aliseiiw from tlie 
saddle, won his Hi'St essay on Hardshot. tlie favor- 
ite. in the six and one-half furlongs straightaway 
race for maiden two-year-olds. 

The Sanfords uncovered a giKid two-year-old in 
Vails ill Hie opening race. She wmi the raw iiuex- 
f ended in the fast time of 1 :05s, a track record for 
the five and one- half furlongs. 

Harry Page, the gentleman Jocke.v. Is on crutches. 
Hie result of Pure Pepiier’s Isdtiiig through the 
wings in his last race through tlie field. 

Two Pinkerton men are guarding Hie wrecked 
structure used b.v jioolrooni lisikoiits that was dyna- 
mited by unknown iiersons last Friday night. 

Tw<i men were arresteil inside the track during tlie 
aftermsm having lii their jsissesaioii a numlier of big 
iiiiinbered placards which it is siipiHised were to flash 
results to outside confederates. 

Jim Grant left tonight for Oakland to take up his 
duties as sutierintemlent of tlie New Callforuia 
JiH'key t'lub track. 



FRENZIED FRENCHMEN IN RIOT AT RACES. 

Starter Leaves Four Horses at the Post and the Mob 
Burns Betting Booths. 

t'ahlcgranis from Paris tell of a riot at Long- 
cliHiiips Sunday aftermsm. Tiiere were six races on 
the i-iird and a big crowd had Jonrne.vcd to the 
course to see them. The first two raws were rnii 
without incident. Tiie third was the Frw Handi- 
cap. Nine horses were eariled to start and the liot- 
ling was lieuv.v. Four of the nine liorses, the favor- 
ite inclndtKl, were left at the iiost. The crowd im- 
mediately tiecaiiie enraged. They siirrouinled the 
laMtiiig IhxiHis. cliasiHl out the casliiers and seized 
the inoiie.v. The iiollee were imwerless in efforts to 
restore order. The frenzy of the inoh grew more 
intense. From the iimuerous automoldles ou the 
grounds oil was taken. This was sprinkled on the 
iH'tting liooths ami other Woodwork. Soon these 
slnictiires were ablaze. The firemen were unable to 
stop the conflagration liecaiise the hose had lieeii cut. 
On Hie request of Hie authorities, trootis were sent 
In the course in a hurry. The seddiers charged the 
crowd and cleared the iiiclosiire. The last three 
races were not run. Sixty arrests were made. Maii.v 
lersoiis were injured. 

TEXAS MAY HAVE A RACING COMMISSION. 

Dallas, Tex., Octolier 15. — tioveriior Langliaiii. 
.Senators Bailey and Ciillsirtsou and other notables 
insiiected the racing plant the oiieiiing day and 
were delighted with the arraiigeiueiits. Racing in 
Texas will go up to the legislature this winter with 
clean hands and is strongly Intrenched. t)n1y an 
invasion of northern professionals. Introducing rac- 
ing for gambling mily, could injure the sport here. 
It Is almost certain that a law will be passed this 
winter creating a racing commission which will 
remove this menace. 

COURT OF APPEALS REVERSES DECISION. 

The New York (.’tairt of Apismls has reversed the 
decision of the Brooklyn Circuit Court, giving W. S. 
Barnes of LexlngtiMi, Ky., $;10.000 damages against 
the Lung Island Railroad Company for injuries to 
his yearlings in lOO.’l. The grounds of reversal was 
that Colonel Barnes had signed a contract with the 
coinpaiiy releasing it of any and all obligations In 
caw of accident provided he was given $1.’JIK) for 
racli car wrecked. The ^plaintiff can either appeal 
the cas«‘ to the New Y'ork Supreme Court or have 
another trial in the lower court.

She alleges wrongful Ireutnient of a 
num^r of thoronglibreds iutrusteil to Hudson to 
train. Mrs. Pepper charges that Hudson. has failed 
to render any account of the exTienaes incurred by 
the stable or for any of the winnings. 



HECTOR, HEAVILY BACKED, HUSTLES HOME. 

Proves to Doubting Ones That He Can Go a Mile- 
Jockey Seder Is Disciplined. 

laiuisvllle, Ky.. Octolier 15. — Hall & Marshall, the 
reputed owners of Hector, exposed that horse’s true 
form at Churchill Downs today when he took the 
measure of McIIvaiu, the supposed best thing of 
the day. at a nilk*. .Yn immense sum was wagered 
ou Ilectoi’’8 chances, and he never left the isane in 
doubt after the barrier’s rise. Mcllvain. on recent 
form, seemed to bold Hector safe at the weight 
allotment and the 4 to 5 posted against him at the 
oiiening was eagerly accepted. Despite the strong 
bai'kiiig be was accorded, tlie price about him rose 
steadily until 7 to 5 could lie bad lu spots. Hector’s 
suiipta-ters, on the contrary, drove his price down 
to a mncli lower figure from the opening and their 
oiit-of-town commissions Increased their profits con- 
siderably. Tliere was some fear that Hector could 
not maintain his speed over three-quarters, but this 
was dls|ielled In Ills last race when he beat Envoy 
at seven furlongs. His performance today at one 
mile will give him plenty of supporters even at a 
longer distance. 

Jockey Seder was fined $100 and suspended for 
the remainder of the meeting for his action in 
Interfering with Sailie Sitter while astride Nedra. 
The latter finished a good second to Lady Vimont, 
but was dlsquallfitnl for fouling. 

The steeplechase was of interest as It brought 
to notice Rome Respess’ green Jumper, Ben SJiaw. 
On Friday last this horse was claimed out of a 
race on the flat. In which he ran second to Whip- 
lioorwill. hy S. W. SWreett for $700. Respess had 
been schooling the horse through the field, wanted 
him for steeplechase purposes, and the following day 
gave Streett a bonus to regain possession of him. 
Ben Shaw was favorite and won as his rider pleased. 
On today’s running it looks as though Respess has 
a promising cross-country performer in Ben Shaw, 
especially as he Is a tliree-yenr-old and should im- 
prove at a style of racing which seems to suit him 
to a nicety. 

’’CURLEY” BROWN 18 SENTENCED TO PRISON. 

Former Starter Must Fay $500 and Serve Three 
Months for Violation of Anti-Foolroom Law, 

New Orleans, La.. Octolier 15. — In Hie Criminal 
District Court to<lay. after the evidence gathered 
b.v the, state had been heard, H. D. (Curley) Brown 
was senteni'ed to a fine of $.500 and three months 
ini|>rl8onraeiit lu the 1‘arlsli prison, with an addi- 
tional term of three mouths tn the event of non- 
paynient of fine. The indictment, to which Brown 
lileaded guilty on Thursday last, charged violation 
of tlie Hnnslcker anti-poolroom law. The plea of 
guilty was designed to shut out the evideis-e 
gathered hy the state and secure as mild a sentence 
as iiossililc. YVhile accepting the plea the court 
deferred muitence. heard Hie state’s case and then 
acted. Before he was sentenced Brown made a long 
stiiteiiient to the i-oiirt detailing all of his troubles 
and ditticiilties. 

HOPPER GOES TO NEW YORK. 

I'inciunati. O.. Octolier 1.5. — E. C. Ho|iiK*r. presid- 
ing Judge and general manager for the New Cali- 
fornia Jockey Club, was here last night on his way 
from his home at Hiistonvllle, Ky.. to New Y'ork 
to Join President Thomas H. WUlliuns and haiidi- 
cajiper Horace Egliert in New York. Mr. Hopper 
said: “The Indications are that another, great race 
meeting will lie held at Oakland this winter. The 
early entries to the stakes presage a high class 
meeting. The racing will liegin on November 17 and 
will continue for 150 days. Holtman and Dwyer 
have been engageil to do the starting, and tlie latter 
will begin the work. Just bow they will work has 
been left to them. It Is reasonably certain that 
there will be another big influx of eastern horses 
tills winter. The stakes close October 27, and all 
of the old features of the San Fraiuisi“« meeting 
have l>een revived.” 

RAIN MARS RACING AT DALLAS. 

Dallas. Tex.. Octolier 15. — Rain all of Saturday 
night and SuiMlay turned the track into a quagmire 
and ransed wholesale scratcliiiig. Despite the un- 
favorable conditions, a fair crowd was out to see 
some tame sport. The iiianageiiieut has aliolishetl the 
messengers In the stand and is policing tlie ring 
to free it of touts. 

tMiarles A. Stone was a well backed good thing in 
the first race, but began slowly and never bad a 
chance, the winner turuiiig up iu Mary Candlemas. 
Ilarmakis onl.v cantered in the second race and Dan 
Collins bent a cbeai> 1*' third. Reservation 
lieat Footli.ght’s Favorite a lunuT in the fourth. 
JIarine won the fifth. Hilee. the noted old cam- 
paigner, was badly cut down and bis career is 
ended. Rosi Ni N1 won the last race iu a canter.
